For examinations on 
knowledge of the University and of 
parliamentary procedure there were 
71 affirmative answers and 45 neg- 
ative. Only 64 persons questioned, 
however, favored tests on qualities 
cf leadership.

Nazis And Jews 
Polish Viewpoint 

According to the Nazi paper. 
Krakauer Zeitung. the expulsion of 
the Jews from the city and district 
of Lublin was motivated entirely by 
considerations of health and sanita- 
tion. A special correspondence 
from this section M Poland bears 
the following headline Explosives 
Destroy Infection Centers and Fire- 
engines Wash Away Piles of Dirt " 

The Nazi correspondent unwit- 
tingly reveals the appalling condi- 
tions under which the Jewish r>-'Pit- 
.ation was forced to live M the 
Lublin ghetto: 

"As soon as Lublin was purged of 
the Jews, the German city authori- 
ties immediately began to inspect 
the vacated apartments. 

"They found that n number of 
the buildings were entirely unfit as 
dwellings The task of cleaning the 
ghetto was entrusted to the police, 
which assigned special workers' bri- 
gades to the former Jewish quarter. 
The first brigade was ordered to col- 
lect the refuse and garbage, the 
second to clean up The work was 
most difficult and unpleasant, for 
it is almost impossible to conceive 
the unsanitary conditions under 
which those people lived The 
cleaning brigade was followed by 
carpenters and glaziers who were 
to make the buildings fit for habi- 
tation 

"The buildings until Tor use were 
blasted. Ridding Lublin of Jews is 
a step forward in the destruction 
of centers of infection and the elim- 
ination of nuclei of illegal trading " 

Not a word is said in the report 
about the expulsions: not a word 
about the methods by which they 
were accomplished, not a word 
about the frightful misery that the 
inhabitants of the ghetto were forc- 
ed to endure But the Poles were 
not deceived by Nazi propaganda: 
they know the truth and are not 
afraid lo tell it

Conference at the British MMBMl 
of Information on July 9 194L' 
Stanislaw Mikolajczyk prominent 
Polish peasant leader and Vice- 
Premier of the Polish Government 
in London, gave the following in- 
formation: 

On the night of March 23-24. 
1942 all Jews in the District of 
Lublin were driven from their 
homes The sick and the disabled 
were killed on the spot One hun- 
dred and eight children, from two 
to nine years old. were taken Irom 
a Jewish orphanage, led to the out- 
skirts of the town, and murdered 
with their nurses. Two thousand 
five hundred people were massacred 
that night: the remaining 26.000 
Jews were removed to concentration 
camps at Belzec and Trawniki " 

A report from the Underground 
Movement M Poland corroborates 
Mr Mikolaiczyks statement:

eminent in February 1942 M Tar- 
now and Random Gestapo men and 
SS guards visited the Jewish quar- 
ter every day. killing all the Jews 
they found in the streets, back- 
yards, and houses. In March, the 
city of Lublin was purged of its 
Jewish population Again, children 
and adults, the sick in the hos- 
pitals and numberless other ghetto 
inhabitants were murdered. The 
number of victims in the city alone 
was over 2.000. In addition 25.000 
Jews were taken from Lublin to 
unknown destinations. A further 
1.000 were put in barracks in the 
Majdanek Tutarowx a suburb of 
Lublin 

"There are no longer any Jews in 
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ui the Polish towns annexed by Oer- 

remained in the territories occupied 
by Russia which later were reor- 
tupied by Germany. 

The total number ol Jews iiuovr 
Oerman domination in Poland, af- 
ter deduction of some i«D 000 refu- 
gees in Russia, therefore, should 
have approximated 2.800.000 

At the beginning of summer 1942 
there were still in Poland only 2.- 
200.000 — 600.000 having perished—
